1962 right after Christmas thoii sands of dollars worth of damage was done 
to range buildings and construction equipment but at this time it was to 
numerous to specify. He also stated that he would compile - the items that 
.were burned or destroyed by persons unknown -who had used a large calibre 
weapon, possibly a 20 MM gun, and also burned down the Range House by 
firing tracers into same causing it to be completely destro 7 /ed by the fire 
that resulted from same* He further stated that several black powder 
bombs were set off causing excessive damage and that he had retained the 
fragments for possible identification of culprits responsible. 

Mr* Carl Kastner was told about the suspicious actions of she. three 
young men on October 5, 1963 and the weapons were displayed to him at that 
time along wi th the black powder bomb* His remarks that folbved led the 
undersi gned to feel that Charles E. Bruenich was the one responsible for
